The  upside  is  my 
collection  is  worth  more,  the  down  side  is  I have 
to  get  used  to  paying  more  for  notes  that  were  a 
lot  less  expensive  just  a few  months,  let  alone,  a 
few  years  ago.  With  that  said,  bring  on 
Memphis. . .it  will  really  be  exciting  this  year. 

Also,  good  to  se  some  new  sponsor  names  for  new 
members. . .everybody  ask  a friend  next  issue.

SERIES  OF  1882  TREASURY  SERIAL  NUMBERING 

As  on  the  preceding  Series  of  1875  issues,  Treasury  serial  numbers  on 
Series  of  1882  notes  were  printed  in  number  blocks  beginning  with  serial 
number  1,  continuing  to  number  1,000,000.  At  first,  these  Treasury  number 
blocks  (or  series)  bore  a prefix  letter  and  a common  suffix  ornament.  The 
first  sixteen  Treasury  number  blocks  for  5-5-5-5  Brown  Back  sheets  used 
prefix  letters:  A,  B,  D,  E,  H,  K,  N,  R,  U,  V,  W,  X,  Y,  Z,  followed  by  T,  and 
then  M.  After  the  M block,  the  $5  Treasury  serial  number  blocks  would 
bear  the  same  letter  as  a prefix  and  a suffix.  On  June  10,  1899,  the 
Comptroller  received  a delivery  that  contained  both  Treasury  numbers 
Ml 000000  and  A1  A.  The  eleven  double-letter  Treasury  number  blocks  for 
$5  notes  included:  A-A,  B-B,  D-D,  E-E,  H-H,  K-K,  N-N,  R-R,  T-T,  U-U, 
and  V-V.

riie  system  for  Treasury  number  blocks  on  10-10-10-20  Brown  Back 
sheets  was  a little  simpler.  The  first  fifteen  blocks  used  a prefix  letter 
without  any  out-of-sequence  letters,  and  the  same  ornament  suffix  used  on 
$5  notes.  The  prefix  alphabet  for  these  sheets  included;  A,  B,  D,  H,  H,  K,  N, 
R,  T,  U,  V,  W,  X,  Y,  and  Z.  The  last  delivery  for  the  Z block  was  on  April 
3,  1902,  along  with  the  AlA  sheet.  The  10-10-10-20  sheets  used  the  exact 
same  eleven  double-letter  Treasury  number  blocks  as  the  $5  notes. 
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2.  Series  of  1882  $5  Brown  Back  notes  of  Charter  1000,  (both  printed  in  mid 
1889)  from  later  in  the  “M-  ” Treasury  block,  with  the  suffix  ornament  and  from 
early  in  the  following  “A-A  ” Treasury  block. 
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The  50-100  Brown  Back  sheets  used  only  the  prefix  letters  A and  B 
on  their  Treasury  serial  numbers.  The  10-10-10-10  Brown  Back  sheets, 
which  were  not  printed  until  September  1906,  used  only  the  prefix  letter  A. 
Notice  that  all  $10  Brown  Back  notes  from  an  “A”  Treasury  block,  with  a 
vertical  charter  number  at  the  left,  black  engraved  charter  numbers  m the 
border,  and  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  logo  at  the  bottom,  are  from  10-10- 
10-20  sheets.  In  comparison,  all  $10  Brown  Backs  from  an  “A”  Treasury 
block,  with  white  charter  numbers,  a BEP  logo  at  the  bottom,  and  a 
geographical  letter,  are  from  10-10-10-10  sheets. 
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3.  An  early  Series  of  1882  $10  Brown  Back  note  of  Charter  282  7 (printed  in  1 882) 
in  the  “A”  Treasury  block  of  10-10-10-20  sheets  and  a Series  of  1882  $10 
Brown  Back  note  of  Charter  2292  (printed  in  1906)  in  the  “A  ” Treasury  block 
of  10-10-10-10  sheets.  Notice  the  different  Treasury  seal,  BEP  logo  locations, 
and  charter  number  styles  on  these  two  notes. 
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rhe  tlrst  delivery  to  the  Comptroller  of  $5  Brown  Back  sheets  in  the 
“V-V"  Treasury  block  was  on  February  1 1,  1908,  while  the  first  delivery  of 
10-10-10-20  Brown  Back  sheets  in  the  “V-V”  Treasury  block  had  occurred 
on  February  3,  1908.  The  Comptroller  received  the  last  delivery  of  sheets  of 
both  of  these  combinations  on  March  23,  1909.  The  last  Treasury  serial  for 
these  $5  notes  was  V384488V  for  Charter  4137,  Marinette,  WI,  but  the  last 
sheet  shipped  to  the  bank  was  freasury  serial  V384420V  with  bank  serial 
8832.  The  last  Treasury  serial  on  Brown  Back  10-10-10-20  sheets  received 
by  the  Comptroller  was  V647229V  for  Charter  4155,  Lockland,  OH,  with 
the  last  sheet  delivered  to  the  bank  being  V646912V  and  bank  serial  3383. 
On  March  23,  1909,  the  Comptroller  also  received  the  last  delivery  of  50- 
100  Brown  Back  sheets  for  Charter  4205,  Delta,  PA,  while  the  last  delivery 
of  10-10-10-10  sheets  had  been  received  the  day  before,  on  March  22,  1909, 
for  Charter  4179,  Flatonia,  TX. 


4.  A very  late  Series  of  1882  55  Brown  Back  note  of  Charter  4620 from  the  “V-V” 
Treasury  block. 


Notice,  most  of  these  Brown  Back  deliveries  of  all  plate 
combinations,  in  late  1908  and  early  1909,  were  for  banks  in  the  charter 
4000  to  4200  range.  These  were  banks  that  had  been  organized  in  1889  or 
very  early  1 890,  and  would  be  extending  their  charter  within  the  next  year. 
Apparently,  the  Comptroller,  or  possibly  the  Director  of  the  BEP,  decided 
not  to  spend  the  time  or  money  necessary  to  alter  the  Series  of  1882  plates  to 
conform  with  the  Aldrich-Vreeland  Act,  since  these  banks  would  need  new 
Series  of  1 902  notes  after  their  imminent  charter  extensions. 
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It  seems  that  after  1908,  the  Bureau  adopted  a fifteen-letter  alphabet 
for  freasury  serial  numbers.  However,  the  Series  of  1882  $5  Blue  Seal  Date 
Backs  and  Value  Backs  used  only  the  first  eleven  letters  as  Treasury  serial 
number  prefixes.  These  eleven  letters  were;  A,  B,  D,  E,  H,  K,  M,  N,  R,  T, 
and  U.  The  Series  of  1882  Blue  Seal  10-10-10-20  sheets  used  these  same 
eleven  letters  and  the  letter  V.  The  10-10-10-10  sheets  used  only  the  letters 
A and  B,  while  the  50-100  and  the  50-50-50-100  sheets  used  only  the  letter 
A.  During  the  change  from  Date  Backs  to  Value  Backs,  both  the  Treasur>' 
serial  numbers  and  the  bank  serial  numbers  continued  in  normal  progression 
without  interruption  or  reversion.  After  V,  the  three  letters  used  in  the 
fifteen-letter  alphabet  on  Series  of  1902  Blue  Seals  were  X,  Y,  and  Z. 
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5.  Very  early  Series  of  1882  Date  Back  notes.  Die  Charter  4645  note  is  from  the 
first  delivery  of  Series  of  1882  Date  Back  10-10-10-10  sheets. 
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The  first  $5  Series  of  1882  Value  Backs  were  printed  in  the  “R" 
freasury  block,  while  the  first  10-10-10-20  Value  Back  sheets  were  printed 
in  the  “T"  Treasury  block.  All  Value  Backs  from  10-10-10-10  sheets  were 
printed  in  the  “B”  Treasury  block.  All  50-100  sheets  of  Series  of  1882  Date 
Backs  and  all  50-50-50-100  sheets  of  Series  of  1882  Date  Backs  and  Value 
Backs  were  printed  with  an  ‘"A”  prefix  letter.  The  conversion  from  50-100 
sheets  to  50-50-50-100  sheets  occurred  during  October  and  November  1910. 
After  the  first  Value  Back  sheets  were  printed,  there  were  still  some  Series 
of  1882  Date  Backs  being  printed  resulting  in  an  intermixing  of  Treasury 
serial  numbers  on  these  two  types  of  notes.  Furthermore,  the  records  of 
serial  numbers  and  deliveries  of  notes  during  this  era  have  been  lost  or 
destroyed. 
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6.  A Series  of  1882  S5  Value  Back  note  of  Charter  2337  from  the  “R-”  block,  the 
first  Treasury  block  for  5-5-5-5  Value  Back  sheets.  A SJO  note  from  Charter 
5875 from  the  “V-”  block,  the  last  Treasury  block  for  10-10-10-20  Value  Back 
sheets.

GEOGRAPHICAL  LETTERS  ON  NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

The  first  deliveries  to  the  Comptroller  of  Series  of  1902  notes  were  on 
March  17,  1902.  These  sheets  were  also  the  first  notes  delivered  that  bore 
overprinted  geographical  letters,  which  were  added  to  assist  in  what  had 
become  the  huge  task  of  sorting  redeemed  notes.  The  addition  of  these 
letters  may  have  been  timed  to  coincide  with  issuance  of  the  new  series.  All 
the  March  18,  1902  deliveries  of  the  three  different  plate  combinations  of 
Series  of  1882  Brown  Backs  also  bore  these  geographical  letters  overprinted 
in  brown.  In  the  Comptroller’s  Series  of  1882  receipt  ledgers  for  5-5-5-5, 
10-10-10-20,  and  for  50-100  sheets,  there  are  notations  after  the  March  17, 
1902  deliveries  stating,  “All  National  Currency  after  above  date  has  a letter 
to  indicate  the  Geographical  Division  in  which  the  bank  is  located  on  either 
end  of  the  face  of  the  notes  as  indicated  in  the  right  hand  margin  of  this 
book.”  In  Part  Eighteen  of  this  series.  Figures  10  and  12  illustrate  these 
geographical  letters  in  the  right  margin  of  the  ledgers  for  the  earliest  Series 
of  1902  deliveries. 


REGISTER  OF  TREASURY  NUMBERS— PLATE  5.  5.  5.  5,  SERIES  OF  1882, 
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1.  A portion  of  page  69  of  the  Comptroller's  ledger  for  Series  of  1882  $5  BroMti 
Back  sheets  received,  showing  the  last  two  deliveries  without  geographical 
letters  and  the  earliest  deliveries  of  these  sheets  with  geographical  letters. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  use  of  geographical  letters  on  Series  of  1882 
Brown  I^ack  notes  in  March  1902,  there  were  clear-cut  Treasury  serials  to 
mark  the  change  for  all  three  plate  combinations.  The  first  5-5-5-5  sheets 
with  these  letters  began  with  Treasury  serial  E5214E,  and  were  produced  for 
Charter  733,  New  York,  NY.  The  first  10-10-10-20  sheets  with  letters  began 
with  Treasury  serial  Z9 16949,  printed  for  Charter  943,  Danbury,  CT.  The 
first  50-100  sheets  with  letters  began  with  Treasury  serial  B 199571  and  were 
printed  for  Charter  3694,  Palestine,  TX.  The  last  sheets  without 
geographical  letters  were  5-5-5 -5  sheets  for  Charter  714,  Nantucket,  MA; 
10-10-10-20  sheets  for  Charter  5692,  Plano  TX;  and  50-100  sheets  for 
Charter  666,  New  London,  CT. 
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2.  A Series  of  1882  $5  Brown  Back  note  of  Charter  714  from  the  last  delivery' 
without  geographical  letters  to  the  Comptroller  on  March  17,  1902  (see  Figure 
1),  and  a Series  of  1882  $5  Brown  Back  note  of  Charter  1077,  delivered  with 
geographical  letters  to  the  Comptroller  on  April  18,  1902. 
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Six  geographical  letters,  representing  different  regions  of  the  country, 
were  added  to  all  national  bank  notes.  The  letters  and  geographical  regions 
were  as  follows:  N for  Northeast  (CT,  ME,  MA,  NH,  RI,  and  VT);  E for 
East  (DE,  DC,  MD,  NJ,  NY,  and  PA);  S for  South  (AL,  AR,  FL,  GA,  KY, 
LA,  MS,  NC,  PR,  SC,  TN,  TX,  VA,  and  WV);  M for  Midwest  (IL,  IN,  lA, 
MI,  MN,  MO,  OH,  and  WI);  W for  West  (CO,  KS,  MT,  NE,  NM,  ND,  OK, 
SD,  and  WY);  P for  Pacific  (AK,  AZ,  CA,  HI,  ID,  NV,  OR,  UT,  and  WA). 
All  Series  of  1882  Date  Back  and  Value  Back  would  subsequently  bear  the 
geographical  letters,  but  overprinted  in  blue. 
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3.  A Series  of  1882  $20  Brown  Back  note  of  Charter  267  (delivered  to  the 
Comptroller  on  Feb.  27,  1902)  without  geographical  letters,  and  a Series  of 
1882  $20  Brown  Back  note  of  Charter  943  from  the  first  delivery'  of  10-10-10- 
20  sheets  (delivered  to  the  Comptroller  on  March  18,  1902)  with  geographical 
letters. 
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4.  Series  of  1882  $5  Brown  Back  notes  from  Charier  3598  without  the 
geogj-aphica!  letter  (printed  in  kite  1901),  and  M'ith  the  geographical  letter 
(printed  in  mid  1902). 


THE  END  OF  GEOGRAPHICAL  LETTERS 

New  sorting  methods  introduced  in  1924  eliminated  the  need  for  the 
geographical  letters  and  their  use  was  discontinued  on  all  notes  delivered  to 
the  Comptroller  after  March  13,  1924.  According  to  Huntoon,  the  last  sheets 
of  Series  of  1902  notes  with  geographical  letters  delivered  to  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Currency  on  March  13  were  as  follows: 

5-5-5-5  sheets.  Treasury  serial  number  K591186H  for  Charter  11983, 
The  First  N.B.  of  Clifton,  NJ. 

10-10-10-10  sheets.  Treasury  serial  number  X438080<  for  Charter  9416, 
The  First  N.B.  of  Eldred,  PA. 

10-10-10-20  sheets.  Treasury  serial  number  N181442H  for  Charter 
12453  The  First  N.B.  of  Sausalito,  CA. 

50-50-50-100  sheets.  Treasury  serial  number  B620394<  (bank  identity 
unknown).
